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IMPORTANT MOVE. 

LSEWHERE in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 

is an announcement of the purchase of 
property by E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, for the erection of a new sales 
plant at Lexington, and an advertisement call- 
ing attention to the first sale to be held at the 
new plant. 

Mr. Tranter informs us that his decision to 
build at Lexington was influenced by his patrons, 
and that it does not mean that he intends to 
undertake diversion of the market for Thorough- 
bred yearlings from Saratoga Springs, N. Y., to 
Lexington. 

Mr. Tranter has the opinion, in which a num- 
ber of the breeders fully concur, that it would 
be extremely difficult, if at all possible, to build 
up a market at Lexington for the better year- 
lings as good as now exists at Saratoga. 

The new plant, which is to be as good, and in 
some respects better, than the Saratoga plant, 
is intended to be used for sales whenever oc- 
casion requires, Mr. Tranter advises. 

When the Fasig-Tipton Company first came 
into the Lexington area with its sales, more than 
a quarter of a century ago, they were held at 
“Horsemen’s Headquarters,’’ which the 
name of the late Garret D. Wilson's stable on 
Main Street. 

But “Horsemen's Headquarters,” with the 
greater use of the automobile, became a moving 
picture theater, and there was no stable in which 
to hold the sales on Main Street. 

So the building of this new mart for sales 
is important and can be taken as a note of 
progress and permanency in the Thoroughbred 
horse breeding industry and in the sport of 
racing. 

It gives Lexington two sales plants, the other 
being the Kentucky Sale Company's Tattersalls. 


FOUL RIDING. 


6% NE bad angle about foul riding is that 
it is contagious,” says The Home-Stretch 
(San Francisco). We have heard that the best 
way to eradicate contagion is to resort to segre- 
gation. So, we think, the best way to stop foul 
riding is to rule off jockeys who ride foully. 


ST. SIMON LINE. 


AVING mentioned that one of the yearlings 
coming up for sale at Doncaster on Sep- 
tember 10 (the brown colt by Papyrus—Phalange, 
by Phalaris) carries three strains of St. Simon 
and one of Angelica, sister to St. Simon, “Man- 
kato” in The Sporting Chronicle (Manchester) 
digresses to say: 

“I notice it has been asserted that Fred 
Archer stated when he visited America that 
Barcaldine was the best horse he ever rode. 
Maybe he did. But he had not then been on 
the back of St. Simon (as a three-year-old), 
and Ormonde was not yet in training. 


“As a matter of fact Wood rode St. Simon 
in all his three-year-old engagements, but 
Archer was on his back when he tried The 
Lambkin for the Leger, which Mr. Vyner’s 
colt won, although St. Simon, carrying Qst. 
10lb. and giving him 20lb., ran clean away 
from him in the trial. 


“So full of running was St. Simon that he 
travelled another half-mile before Fred could 
pull him up. That was several months after 
Archer had returned from the United States. 


“There never was such a horse as St. 
Simon, and the frequency with which his 
name is found in pedigrees compared with 
that of Barcaldine demonstrates how very 
far he was in front of Solon’s son as a factor 
in eugenics.” 

We often have wondered why the St. Simon 
male line was never a success in this country. 
No son of his on these shores was ever as brilliant 
as were his sons in England and Australia or 
even in France. Could it have been that our 
importers of St. Simon’s day were not so well 
informed as fo bloodlines as are the American 
breeders of the present time? Could it have 
been that no really first class son of the illustrious 
progenitor ever came to either the United States 
or Canada? We are inclined to the opinion that 
an affirmative answer to the two questions pro- 
vides the solution. In our opinion *Bassetlaw was 
the most worthy son of St. Simon ever to have 
come to this country, though we yet see the in- 
fluence of *Hawkswick, *Greenan, *Masetto and 
*Planudes through their daughters. *Planudes 
was one of the horses brought over by the late 
Edward Corrigan in 1902, but he did not remain 
in this country, having been sent down to Aus- 
tralia in 1911 along with *The Scribe, *Mazagan, 
Keswick and Cesarion.

LOTTERY IN MAINE. 


ILL wonders never cease? We recall that 

our “anti-racetrack gambling’ friends, 
when they were seeking to destroy the great 
Thoroughbred horse breeding industry by re- 
pealing Kentucky’s betting laws, used to point out 
the states having no running races, and Maine, 
“the original prohibition state,” was one of 
them. 

Had we not known something of the true 
history of the State of Maine, we might have 
been led to believe, from the descriptions given 
by those zealous persons, that it was the place 
where angels are made, and from which the 
devil and his imps are barred by high, non- 
climbable fences. 

Just a few days ago at Portland a man was 
arrested on information that he was the chief 
distributor for a lottery, and in a suit case he was 
carrying at the time the police found 3,000 
lottery tickets. 

It subsequently was brought out that in Port- 
land alone there were twenty local distributors 
of the tickets and that they were even being 
sold to school children. Prizes are said to have 
ranged from $3,000 down to $1, and that the 
wholesaler received 33 cents, the distributors 40 
cents, and the retailers 50 cents for each ticket. 


THE PIONEERS OVERLOOKED. 


NDER the caption “Sports Now Make the 
Whole World Kin,” and the sub-caption 
“They Know No Nationality, As a Brooklyn Bull- 
fighter In Spain Attests,” there appears from the 
pen of one who signs the initials “M. A.” in The 
New York Times of September 1 an interesting 


article concerning the games of the world and 
their present day international relationship. 

But there is no mention of the fact that for 
a number of years our| American jockeys stood 
at the top, or near it, of their profession in 
England and the countries of Continental Europe. 

There was Danny Maher, the Hartford lad 
of cherished memory, whose skill as a horseman 
merited him the high rank in England, which 
long before had known the greatness and clever- 
ness of the Cannons, Archer and Fordham, and 
after him came Tod Sloan, still in the flesh in 
California, to revolutionize the style of riding. 

The brothers Reiff, Lester and Johnny, Nash 
Turner, Frankie O'Neill, “Spec’’ Freeman, Matt 
MacGee, Lucien Lyne, Guy Garner and Hamilton 
and Winkfield, the latter two Negro riders of un- 
usual ability, all were stars in France, frequently 
making professional visits to England, Belgium 
and Germany, where Everett Haynes now is 
prospering. 

Winkfield was a leading rider in Russia for 
many years, and Lyne now is, as he has been 
for a long time leading rider for King Alfonso 
of Spain, the land in which our Brooklyn boy 
this year has been carried in triumph from the 
country’s most famous bull ring, on the shoulders 
ot stalwarts in a cheering throng, while through- 
out Seville went the cry “El Americano! Viva 
el] Americano!” 


ALONG THE WAY 


SUGGESTED REFORMS. 

ITH the close of the meeting at Saratoga, 

“Beau Belmont” offered, in The Morning 
Telegraph (New York) the suggestion that the 
Saratoga Association arrange next year to “give 
the public the fullest possible information when- 
ever a claim of foul is entered, designating the 
alleged offender in some fashion, as often the 
protest is not against the winner.” He also sug- 
gests that where there are added starters, there 
should be new drawing for positions, saying: 
“This would eliminate many of the late entries. 
There were entirely too many last-minute 
nominations this year. Then, too, the public 
should be informed more fully when horses are 
added. This should be done by a board in the 
infield, in plain view of all, instead of the pres- 
ent fashion of posting under the grandstand. 


Casual racegoers are not familiar with this 
process.”

IN OUR MAIL 


STEEPLECHASE RIDING. 
NOTED TURFMAN, who prefers to be 
known to the readers of THE BLOOD-HoRSE 
on ths particular occasion as “Old Timer,” ad- 
dresses to us the following very excellent and 
timely suggestions on an important subject: 

“Steeplechasing of late has become somewhat 
of a farce, owing to the ludicrous exhibitions of 
the so-called steeplechase jockeys. This travesty 
on steeplechase riding will continue, until the 
riders—-so-called jockeys—revert to a common 
sense style of riding jumpers, which should be 
done in a measure by balance. 

“Recently a rider from the other side initiated 
a style of his own by riding with short stirrups 
short, indeed, as those used by jockeys on the 
flat. He has not been a pronounced success, but 
nevertheless seems to have been considered 
worthy of imitation. And the result has been, as 
might have been expected, jockeys fall off their 
mounts without the slightest provocation. 

“Should a horse make a bad landing, or a slight 
bobble at a jump, the rider has no chance to aid 
him in his recovery, but, overbalanced himself by 
his short stirrups, cuts a voluntary; one of the 
numerous laughable incidents which are doing 
so much to make steeplechasing a source of 
ridicule. 

“If an owner is desirous of seeing his horse 
get a ride, it is up to him to insist that his jockey 
shall lengthen his stirrups so as to afford his 
mount some assistance, in case of his making a 
mistake. 

“Jockeys must learn that steeplechasing and 
flat-racing require two different kinds of seat, 
and so long as riders insist upon sitting on their 
horses’ necks, when riding over fences, we must 
continue to expect the series of voluntaries, 
which have recently become so prevalent, and 
laughable. 

“We do not want to see riders injured by falls. 
Certainly not! But under their present system of 
riding, they have only themselves to blame. The 
dope usually describes most of the falls cor- 
rectly, by saying ‘the rider and his horse parted 
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company’.

Races out of the mile chute at Saratoga were 
not in favor, and “Beau Belmont” has suggested 
that “once around the ring” events be put on 
instead. Once around is nine furlongs at Sara- 
toga. The change would be a step toward the 
desirable increased distances. 

*Tourist II won the Princess of Wales Stakes 
in England on the flat, and has won his two 
starts as a steeplechaser over here, but it may be 
that he will do no more timber-topping this year, 
the idea of John Sanford being to win some of 
the Maryland long-distance events on the flat 
with him. 


Mark up another 2-year-old winner for Prince 
Pal—Helen Long, out of Aida McGee. Belongs 
to Howard Oots. Trained by his nephew, Howard 
Wells. Capable young trainer, too. This gives 
Prince Pal nine 2-two-year-old winners, and puts 
him right up with the leading sires of 2-year-olds 
in point of numbers. 

O’Neil Sevier says Jimmy Rowe the younger 
“doesn’t believe that the 8 pounds Boojum will 
have to pick Up in the Futurity in consequence of 
his Hopeful triumph will matter much.” He adds 
that Rowe is sure that if Boojum cannot win, 
Whichone will. He says further that Rowe is 
non-commital as to the relative abilities of 
Whichone and Boojum, but Mr. Sevier is of the 
opinion that he “inclines to Boojum.” This was 


written prior to September 7, however.

McCourtie, a resident of Dallas, go to locating 
the forthcoming W. T. Waggoner race meeting 
at Electa (Electra, correct), somebody’s out 0’

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KENTUCKY 


NEW SALES PADDOCKS. 
J. TRANTER, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
« Company, came to Lexington from New 
York last week and on September 5 purchased 
from William Timmins and wife their property 
of approximately 11 acres, four miles from Lex- 
ington on the road to Paris and Maysville, which 
is also the Dixie Highway. When he departed for 
New York at noon September 7 he had let a con- 
tract for certain grading and leveling on the 
property, and he had with him bids from several 
tirms for the building of 200 box stalls to be 
completed by November 1. He informed the 
contractors he would study their bids on the 
train and let the contract by wire from New 
York, which he did, the McCormick Lumber Com- 
pany, of Lexington, being the successful bidder. 

He also informed them that a second contract 
within the next two weeks will be let for the 
building of an arena in which horses are to be 
sold, and that after that he will let a contract 
for the building of roads on the property. 

Mr. Tranter stated that the ornate plant of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company at Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y., will be duplicated here, with the exception 
that the arena will be inclosed and steam heated, 
since it is intended to use it for sales whenever 
there is occasion for selling horses. 

As will be noted by the advertisement in this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, the first sale is to be 
held the first three days in the week of November 
18, days and evenings. Mr. Tranter stated that 
approximately 175 head of mares, yearlings, 
weanlings and horses in training will be booked 
for this sale. 

The past two seasons the Tranter sales were 
held in November on Hinata Farm, that in 1927 
being under a tent, and that in 1928 in a sheet 
steel building erected for the purpose and later 
removed. It was after the second sale that Mr. 
Tranter yielded to the persuasions of his patrons 
and said he would put a plant here. 

He came to Lexington last April and made an 
offer for the sales barn on South Broadway 
known as Tattersalls, then owned by a subsidiary 
of the Burley Tobacco Association. His offer was 
$5,000 under what the directors asked for the 
property, and it was declined. It was sold in 
June to 8. T. Harbison, president of the Kentucky 
Sale Company, for we understand, $4,000 less 
than the sum for which it was offered to Mr. 
Tranter, and for $1,000 more than the Tranter 
bid. 

Since that purchase, the main building has 
been freshly painted orange, trimmed with white; 
48 additional box stalls have been erected in two 
stables adjacent to the main building, and a new 
seating arrangement has been made in the build- 
ing for sales purposes. 

The first sale to be held in the remodeled plant 
will be that of the Kentucky Sale Company be- 
ginning Monday evening, September 16, cata- 
logues for which now are ready, there being 134 
yearlings and 8 horses in training in the book. 

The Kentucky Sale Company has announced 
that the dates for its annual breeders’ sale will 
be November 18-23. 


DADE PARK—LEXINGTON. 

The meeting of 16 days at Dade Park is clos- 
ing September 11, to be followed by the autumn 
meeting of the Kentucky Association at Lexing- 


ton, opening Saturday, September 14 for 10 days, 
closing Wednesday, September 25, on which day 
will be run the Breeders’ Futurity, rich and im- 
portant event for 2-yéar-olds, and the only 
stakes race to be given during the meeting. 

There will be no scarcity of horses for the 
Lexington meeting, all stalls available having 
been filled, and fine sport is in prospect. 


SICKLE—*STEFAN THE GREAT. 


George Terry, manager of Elmendorf Stud, 
is back from a trip to New York, whither he was 
called by his employer, Joseph E. Widener, lately 
returned from France, and from whom he re- 
ceived instructions as to the coming of Sickle 
and the departure of *Stefan the Great. 

“Sickle will be shipped from England Septem- 
ber 14, and the boat will dock at New York 
September 23,” said Mr. Terry. ‘With Sickle are 
coming Mr. Widener’s old mare, Nature, now 23, 
(dam of Naturalist, winner of 29 races in this 
country, and likewise dam of Chiclet and the win- 
ners in France, Nature’s Smile, Costabella, Tagus 
and Carnation) by *Meddler, out of Correction, 
(sister to Domino) and a 2-year-old. 

“These will be put into a car that will be wait- 
ing and sent right out from New York to Lex- 
ington in charge of the man whom the British 
Bloodstock Agency has chosen to bring the 
horses over. The car will remain at Lexington 
24 hours, and we will put into it *Stefan the 
Great and four mares, and they will go to New 
York and be put on the same boat in which 
Sickle and his companions will come. 

“The mares to go to England with *Stefan 
the Great are *Dark Sapphire, by Dark Ronald; 
*“Stepdaughter II, by Roi Herode, *Belle Souer, 
by Son-in-Law, and *Hatpin, by Sunstar. *Dark 
Sapphire and *Belle Souer are in foal to *Stefan 
the Great; *Hatpin to *Waygood, and *Step- 
daughter II to Sun Charmer. 

“Mr. Widener has informed me that Sickle’s 
book is full for the next three years in this 
country, and that *Stefan the Great’s book is 
full for 1930 and 19 reservations have been made 
for 1931 in England. Sickle will have 35 mares 
each season, and is to stand at $1,000.” 


CORRECTION.

AUDLEY FARM STABLE. 

The division of the Audley Farm Stable in 
charge of Terry O’Malley is due at the Kentucky 
Association track, Lexington, September 10 from 
Lincoln Fields. After the Futurity, Kay Spence 
will bring the horses he has at Belmont Park and 
take full charge of the string again. 


YEARLINGS SHIPPED. 

Sixteen yearlings—eight colts and eight fillies— 
property of Mr. and Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords, 
were shipped from Lexington September 9, billed 
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to Trainer Scott P. Harlan at Berlin, Maryland, 
where they are to be broken at the Glen Riddle 
establishment. These youngsters were bred at 
Faraway Farm and were raised there by Miss 
Elizabeth Daingerfield. They are principally by 
Man o’ War and *Golden Broom. The shipment 
was made in charge of George Miller, colored, 
who has been in Miss Daingerfield’s employ for 
a number of years. Other yearlings raised at 
Faraway Farm for Samuel D. Riddle are to be 
shipped during the week, as are also the yearlings 
raised at Haylands for Benjamin Block. These 
later go to Belmont Park. 


FREE FOR LEGIONNAIRES. 


September 30 is to be the first day of the 
American Legion convention in Louisville. At 
that time the fall race meeting will be on, 
opening as it does on September 28. September 
50 will be on Monday, and on that day every 
member of the American Legion bearing cre- 
dentials will be admitted free to Churchill Downs. 


QUITE A CONTRAST. 

Lots of people have 2-year-olds they think 
can win at a mile, since 286 have been nominated 
for the $10,000 Queen City Handicap to be de- 
cided once around the ring at Latonia’s autumn 
meeting, but not so many have older horses they 
think capable of doing successfully two and one- 
quarter miles, since only 35 have been named for 
the Latonia Cup, a handicap, carrying $7,500 
added. for 3-year-olds and upward. The number 
of 3-year-olds remaining eligible for the Latonia 
Championship Stakes, one mile and six furlongs, 
$25,000 added, is 101, but one is dead, and that 
reduces the list to an even 100. The Autumn 
Handicap has 41, Covington Handicap 46, and 
Fort Thomas Handicap 62. These are $5,000 
races, two of them at 6 furlongs and the other at 
one mile and a sixteenth. 


TANNERY TO REST. 


Trainer Joe Peters has announced that E. F. 
Prichard’s good colt Tannery, by Ballot, will not 
be raced during the autumn, but will be turned 
out. This decision came after Dr. Proctor had 
been consulted and after he had made an examin- 
ation of one of the colt’s knees. He advised that 
while the colt could continue in training it would 
be better if he could have a rest. 


H. W. DUNN ARRIVES. 


H. W. Dunn, of Ogden, Utah, who has bought 
during the last several years a number of 
Thoroughbred stallions which he takes west and 
places with bands of mares on great ranches, is 
back again for another shipment if he can find 
them. He will be at the Phoenix Hotel in Lexing- 
ton until after the race meeting which opens 
September 14, and those who have entire horses 
whose racing days are ending, and who will sell 
them cheaply, can possibly find a market with 
the gentleman from Utah. 


OLD ORKNEY. 


The picture on our front page this issue is of 
Old Orkney, 5-year-old chestnut horse, by Loch 
Lomond, out of Queen’s Health, a great stayer in 
England. He won the Goodwood Cup this year. 


CANADA 


NEARING ITS END. 
HE racing season in Canada is rapidly draw- 
ing to a close, and when the review is made 


it is likely that 1929 will be shown to have been 
one of the very best during the last decade in 
the Dominion. The Montreal Jockey Club closed 
its best fall meeting in a long time at Blue Bon- 
nets on September 5, and Delorimier Park opened 
on September 7 to close on September 14. This 
will be the last meeting of the year in Quebec. 

In Ontario, Thorncliffe Park opened September 
7 to close on September 14. The always good 
autumn meeting at Woodbine Park, under the 
auspices of the Ontario Jockey Club, the oldest 
and greatest of the Canadian Turf organizations, 
will open September 21 and close September 28. 
The Toronto Driving Club will open its meeting 
at Dufferin Park, September 30, and close Oc- 
tober 7, and that will be the last of racing for 
the year in the Dominion. 

The meeting of the Manitoba Jockey Club, 
opening at Whittier Park, September 9 and clos- 
ing September 16, will be the last of the year 
in Manitoba. 

The season in British Columbia was concluded 
at Brighouse Park, Vancouver, September 2. 


KING’S PLATE CLOSING EVENT. 


The feature on September 5, the final day of 
the summer meeting of seven days at Blue Bon- 
nets, Montreal, Quebec, was the twenty-second 
running of the King’s Plate, for 3-year-olds and 
upward, foaled in Quebec, (1 1-4 miles, 2:11 3-5, 
track slow, net value to winner $950 and 50 
Guineas, the gift of His Majesty, and was won 
by Norman Macfarlane’s homebred filly Wee 
Toddler II. Donat Raymond’s Kauri was a 
length back of the winner and six lengths in 
front of Mount Royal Stable’s Salvathorn. Span 
was fourth and Attar fifth and last. Kauri (118) 
after holding the lead the greater part of the 
way from Salvathorn (128), tired in the final 
sixteenth and gave way to the onrush of Wee 
Toddler II (118), going away at every stride 
after he took command.

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THE BREEDING INDUSTRY 

Editor’s Note: The following article is from 
the pen of Adair Dighton, “The Special Commis- 
sioner” for The Sporting Life (London), and it 
serves well. figuring the guinea as equivalent to 
$5.00, as a basis for comparison with the stud 
fees in this country. 
ha my last article I reviewed the enormous 

strides that the bloodstock industry had made 
in the last few years in the markets of the world, 
and I now propose to deal with it from the point 
of view of the stallions and the mares that are 
responsible for the advance. 

In 1928, 379 stallions were registered for service 
in Great Britain and Ireland, which was 30 more 
than in 1927 and almost 100—-96 to be exact—in 
excess of the number registered in 1921. 

Further, there were last year no fewer than 11 


horses commanding a fee of 4002s, or Over, as 
against 9 in 1921, and 34 at a fee of 200gs. and 


over, aS against 26 in 1921. 

First of all, just run through the stallions that 
were at 200gs., and over, in the two years under 
mention. 

Last year the two commanding 500gs. were 
the St. Leger winner, Solario, and the “Guineas” 
winner, Tetratema. 

Then, on the 400gs. mark, there were Buchan; 
Call Boy, the Derby winner of 1927; Colorado, 
who won the “Guineas” in 1926; Gay Crusader 
and Gainsborough, the “triple crown” winners of 
i917 and 1918; Grand Parade, the Derby winner 
ot 1919; Hurry On, the St. Leger winner of 1916 
and the sire of eight “classic’’ winners; Manna, 
the “Guineas” and Derby winner of 1925; Phala- 
ris; Pommern, who won the “triple” in 1915, 
and Swynord, who took the Doncaster event just 
19 years ago. 

The sires for whose services 300gs. was asked 
were Coronach, Diomedes, Papyrus, and Son-in- 
Law; and the remainder over 200gs. were Ab- 
bots Trace, Craig an Eran, Galloper Light. Le- 
monora, Pharos, Spion Kop, Bachelor’s Double, 
Diophon, Golden Myth, Lancegaye, Legatee, Lem- 
berg, Polyphontes, Salmon-Trout, Sansovino, and 
Warden of the Marches. 

Compare this with 1921. In this year The 
Tetrarch was the only sire to command 500gs.. 
and after him, on the 400gs. mark, there were 
Bacheior’s Double, Buchan, Charles O'Malley, 
Gainsborough, Gay Crusader, Polymelus, Pom- 
mern, Sunstar, and Swynford; while Black Jes- 
ter and Roi Herode were obtainable for 300gs. 

At 200gs. or over there were Galloper Light, 
Chaucer, Cicero, Cylgad, Greenback, Hurry On, 
Lemberg, Phalaris, Spearmint, Stedfast, Sunder, 
Sundridge, and Willonyx. 

Now, just look what this means in money. 
Practically all the horses that I have mentioned 
in the two years were full at their respective 
prices, and, working upon that basis that each 
served thirty-five mares-—a very fair average 
the following figures will emerge.

(Average of thirty-five mares per horse.) 
1 horse standing at 500gs. 17,500¢'s. 
9 horse standing at 400gs. _126,000¢s. 
1 horse standing at £400 13,335gs. 


2 horses standing at 300gs. - 21,000gs.

The increase of nearly 100,000gs. in these few 
picked stallions speaks for itself, and is another 
exampie of the forward move in the bloodstock 
industry. 

As regards the stallion market, practically 
since the dawn of bloodstock breeding Great 
Britain has been the fount from which the horses 
of the world have come. 

Take the leading sires abroad in 1927 and 1928. 
In America no fewer than six—-Wrack, Light 
Brigade, Brown Prince II., Spanish Prince II, 
North Star III., and Omar Khayyam—of the six- 
teen leading stallions in 1927 were imported into 
the States from either England or Ireland. 

In Australia our influence is even more mark- 
ed, as twenty-eight of the thirty-three leading 
stallions in’ the country were imported from here, 
and three of the others were by imported sires. 

Cicero’s son, Valais, who heads the list, put up 
a record in that he is the only sire in the history 
of Australian bloodstock that has occupied this 
position for five years in succession. 

During this period he has sired 125 horses that 
have won or been placed in 26514 races worth 
£204,244. 

Cykion, by Spearmint, was second, with Sere- 
mond, by Desmond, third, and Rossendale, by St. 
Frusquin, fourth. 

It is interesting to note that while there was 
no stallion of the St. Simon line among the lead- 
ing twenty stallions in our list for 1928, six of 
the first ten in Australia descend in tail-male 
from this horse. 

The return of The Panther draws attention to 
the Argentine. Here the first place is filled by 
Remanso, a horse that is by The Whirlpool, who 
was by Ayrshire from a daughter of Galopin, 
with Picacero, a son of Bridge of Canny, second; 
St. Emilion, by Cyllene, third, and Craiganour, 
fourth. 

Then, in France, Alcantara II., who headed the 
list, descends from Galliard, while Teddy, the 
second, is a grandson of Flying Fox, and Rabe- 
lais, now dead, was by St. Simon. 

Lemberg heads the list of the sires of winning 
two-year-olds, with Cannoble and Monarch third 
and fourth. 

This leaves us with Italy and Germany. In 
the first named country thee leading sire was 
Havresac II., a grandson of St. Simon, and the 
next in order were Burne Jones, by John o’ 
Gaunt; Munibe by Rabelais (St. Simon); and 
Ghibert, by Signorino; while in Germany Dark 
Ronald’s son Prunus was at the top, with Fer- 
vor, by Galtee More, second, and Landgraf, a son 
of Louvier, third. 

So one could continue, but enough has been 
written to show not only the prosperous state 
that the stallion trade and market is in this 
country, but also the part that we are playing 
throughout the world. 

Just a word as to the mares. Twenty-one 
years ago-—-in 1906——Messrs. Weatherby account- 
ed for 5,147 mares in the General Stud Book. In 
1918 the figure rose to 5,996, while last year the 
total number of mares was 6,683. 

One wonders if there is any section of the 
bloodstock world that has not advanced.

LORD ASTOR’S SUCCESS 


Editor’s Note: This article is from the pen of 
“Mankato,” of the staff of The Sporting Chronicle 
(Manchester) wherein it was recently published. 


| iw! the American Press the location of Lord 
Astor’s stud is sometimes placed at Manton 
in Wiltshire, sometimes in Hampshire, and else- 
where than its correct site at Cliveden at a con- 
siderable elevation above the Thames in Bucking- 
hamshire, a county in which many great race- 
horses have been bred not only in more recent 
years at Cliveden, but in the last and present 
centuries at Mentmore and Southcourt. 

All Lord Astor’s mares, twenty-four in number, 


are scions of the three foundation units, Conjure, 
Popinjay, and Maid of the Mist. Conjure and 
Popinjay are both descendants of the Duke of 
Grafton’s Prunella (1788). 

Conjure (1895) was by Juggler out of Connie 
(grandam of Santoi) by Pero Gomez out of 
Hilarity, by King Tom out of Nightingale (dam 
of Uncas), by Mountain Deer out of Clarinda, by 
Sir Hercules out of Mustard, by Philip I out of 
Vinegar, by Picton out of Wire (sister to Whale- 
bone, Whisker and Web), by Waxy out of Pene- 
lope, by Trumpator out of Prunella. 

Popinjay (1905) is by St. Frusquin out of 
Chelandry (winner of the 1,000 Guineas, and dam 
of Neil Gow), by Goldfinch out of Illuminata 
(dam of Ladas), by Rosicrucian out of Paraffin, 
by Blair Athol out of Paradigm (dam of Lord 
Lyon and Achievement), by Paragone out of 
Ellen Horne, by Redshank out of Delhi, by Pleni- 
potentiary out of Pawn Junior, by Waxy out of 
Pawn (sister to Penelope), by Trumpator out of 
Prunella. 

At Only Six Studs 

It is worthy of note that this Popinjay line 
(commencing with the Byerly Turk mare, 1695 
circa) has only beeen located at six studs, name- 
ly, up to 1733 at Sir William Ramsden’s stud, 
Byram, Yorkshire; from 1735 to 1759 at Mr. 
Panton’s stud, near Newmarket; from 1768 to 
1851 at the stud of the Dukes of Grafton, at 
Euston; from 1851 to 1873 at General Pearson's 
stud; from 1874 to 1907 at Lord Rosebery’s stud, 
and from 1907 to date, at Lord Astor’s stud. 

There are, of course, other Prunella lines which 
have passed through fewer or a wider number 
of hands, and it must be understood that the 
above incidence of ownership only applies to 
Lord Astor’s branch. Lord Rosebery’s Paraffin 
stem, for instance is confined to only five loca- 
tions in a period of 234 years. 

Lord Astor purchased the mare Conjure in 
1900. His lordship was then an undergraduate at 
Oxford, and acquired Conjure with the object 
of breeding hunters from her. A winner as a 
two-year-old, she carried off a maiden hurdle 
race at four before coming into Lord Astor’s 
posession. On going to the stud she was mated 
with Rampion, Pantomime, and other King’s 
Premium sires, but had only one living foal in 
five years. Then, fortunately, she was put to 
William the Third, and to him in successive years 
bred Third Trick and Winkipop. Later to Floren- 
tino she produced Conterina. 

Winkipop is dead, but is represented in the 
stud by her daughter Plymstock (dam of Penny- 
comequick), and by her grand-daughter Picture, 
by Gainsborough out of Plymstock. Third Trick, 
now twenty-three years old, is still alive, and has 


a colt foal at foot by Gainsborough. Her daugh- 
ters in the stud are Long Suit (dam of Short 
Story), by Lemberg, Pinprick (dam of Point 
Duty), by Torpoint, and there is also her grand- 
daughters, the Oaks winner, Short Story. 

Lord Astor purchased Popinjay from Lord 
Rosebery in 1907, after she had won the Stud 
Produce Stakes at Newmarket and been placed 
in other races as a two-year-old. Her descend- 
ants at Cliveden are: 

Popingaol, by Dark Ronald out of Popinjay; 
Pompadour, by Bayardo out of Popinjay; Pogrom, 
by Lemberg out of Popingaol; Miss Gadabout, by 
Cylgad out of Popingaol; Gay Bird, by Gay Cru- 
sader out of Popinjay; Book Law, by Buchan out 
of Popingaol; Book Debt, by Buchan out of Pop- 
ingaol; Saucy Sue, by Swynford out of Good and 
Gay, by Bayardo out of Popinjay; Pretty Swift, 
by Swynford out of Pompadour; W.A.A.C., by 
Swynford out of Good and Gay; and W.B.A.F., 
by Buchan out of W.A.A.C. 

Maid of the Mist, by Cvllene out of Sceptre, 
was purchased by Lord Astor from Sir William 
Bass in 1911 for 4,500gs., with her foal 
Hamoaze, by Torpoint, at foot. 

At Cliveden Maid of the Mist bred Sunny Jane, 
Sky-Rocket, Craig-an-Eran, and Miss Wiss to 
Sunstar, and Jura to Gainsborough. Sunny Jane’s 
daughter, Miss Cavendish (by Chaucer), and her 
grand-daughter, Never Cross (by Gay Crusader), 
also represent the Maid of the Mist line, of which 
there are four mares at Cliveden. 

Hamoaze bred the horses Buchan, Tamar, Salt 
ash, and St. Germans, and is, unfortunately, un- 
represented by any mare. 

Splendid Racing Record 

Since, and including 1908 to the end of 1928, 
Cliveden bred stock trained for Lord Astor have 
run in 675 races and won 170 1-2 events at a 
value of £239,395. In addition, 193 places have 
with an average of slightly less than nine horses 
been gained. These results have been achieved 
in training yearly, and the figures cover the war 
years 1915, 1916, 1917 and 1918. 

The data includes five Oaks winners, one win- 
ner of the Two Thousand Guineas, two winners of 
the One Thousana Guineas, one winner of the 
St. Leger, two winners of the Jockey Club Stakes, 
two winners of the Doncaster Cup, three winners 
of four Eclipse Stakes (Buchan won the race 
twice), five winners of the Coronation Stakes, one 
winner of the Coronation Cup, six winners of 
the Nassau Stakes, two winners of the Ascot 
Derby, four winners of the Craven Stakes, two 
winners of the Princess of Wales’ Stakes, one 
winner of the St. James Palace Stakes, two win- 
ners of the sSussex Stakes (Goodwood), four 
winners of the Gratwicke Stakes (Goodwood), 
one winner of the Park Hill Stakes, two winners 
of the Chester Vase, four winners of the North 
Derby, one winner of the Champion Stakes, two 
winners each of the Yorkshire and Lingfield 
Oaks, and many winners of other important 
weight-for-age races. 

Five seconds in the Derby (four at Epsom) 
appear in the Cliveden records, and the Ascot 
Gold Cup was won by Buchan, but he was dis- 
qualified. The percentage of winners (excluding 
horses now in training) bred at Cliveden is 61.79 
per cent, and the percentage placed is 74.16 per 
cent. 

IT should add that three Oaks winners, Pogrom, 
Saucy Sue and Short Story, and four mares who 
were placed in the Oaks are now matrons in 
Lord Astor’s stud. In due course they will be 
joined by another Oaks winner in Pennycome- 
quick.

|e spite of the uncomfortably warm weather in 
the early part, and the rain of Thursday night 


and mud of Friday and Saturday, the West- 
chester Racing Association had good patronage 
and fine sport for the first week of its autumn 
meeting of 13 days, beginning with Labor Day, 
at Belmont Park. 

It prevoiusly has been told how Osmand won 
the Fall Highweight Handicap with 140 pounds 
up on the opening day. 

The feature for the second day was the Nur- 
sery Handicap which went to Flying Heels, but 
when The Nut showed his heels to High Strung, 
Hard Tack, Royal Ford and Naishapur in the 9 
furlongs race, the son of Mad Hatter was right 
there selected as the probable winner of the 
Lawrence Realization. 

Ironsides and Clean Play had a battle for the 
Manhattan Handicap on the third day, the former 
getting home a neck in front at the end of a mile 
in 1:36. Martis, under his new ownership, got 
out of the maiden ranks, after having been “sub- 
stituting” for Cowlitz; Fair Ball scored his first 
victory since his trip to England as trial horse for 
Reigh Count, and *Lativich won for the first time 
in any country. Shortly afterwards he passed 
from Oak Ridge Stable to Herbert Bayard Swope 
for a price said to have been $10,000. 

The fourth day crowd saw the Harry Payne 
Whitney silks again very prominent when Dust- 
emall and Murky Cloud finished first and second 
in the Matron Stakes for 2-year-old fillies. Pen- 
nant Lass gave them a big thrill when she nosed 
out Princess Tina, and Sun Beau provided still 
another when he got home a head in front of 
Coin Collector. 

The Hunters Steeplechase for amateur riders 
over a course of two miles and a half was the 
principal event of Friday, and it was easily taken 
by Augustus F. Goodwin's English gelding Land 
Boy, ridden by J. V. H. Davis. Races on the flat 
in sloppy going were principally for platers. 

Saturday was a day of days, even though the 
course was still muddy. More than 25,000 people 
were present and they got the better of the 
layers in five of the seven events. The Nut’s vic- 
tory in the Lawrence Realization Stakes brought 
them the greatest thrill. They were surprised 
when Whichone won the Champagne Stakes, 
with Gone Away getting home second in front 
of Boojum, hitherto undefeated. The 130 pounds 
had its telling effect. Ruler won the Brook 
Steeplechase with the Greentree Stable’s entry, 
Fairfield and Jolly Roger, second and third re- 
spectively. Dangerous won another for W. C. 
Clancy. Eddie Legere brought Babadil out of 
the maiden ranks for Col. E. R. Bradley, and 
Mack Garner piloted three of the winners, in- 
cluding The Nut in the big prize of the day. 

The Saturday ending the second week, how- 
ever, is something to live up to, for on that day, 
September 14, will be decided the Grand National 
Steeplechase, the Futurity and the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup. 


BROADHOLLOW TO FAIRFIELD. 

Greentree Stable’s added starter, Fairfield (4- 
year-old chestnut colt by Fair Play—Belvale, 
by Watervale) easily won the fifteenth running 
oi the Broadhollow Steeplechase Handicap 
(about 2 miles, 3:46, track fast, net value 
$4,000) at Belmont Park, September 2 from 


J. E. Widener’s Mac Carthy More, and Mrs. F. 
Ambrose Clark’s Madrigal II. Polish, Devil Kin, 
Wayfair and Volunteer finished as named. Fair- 
field jumped well throughout, raced into an early 
lead and held this position throughout. Mac 
Carthy More was rated along, and finished with 
a rush but could not get to the leader. Fairfield 
won the Charles L. Appleton Memorial steeple- 
chase at Belmont Park in May. Pedigree and 
family details were published in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
No. 9, page 16. 


FLYING HEELS WINS NURSERY. 

Gifford A. Cochran’s good two-year-old Flying 
Ebony colt, Flying Heels, added another good 
performance to his splendid record when he won 
the sixteenth running of the Nursery Handicap 
(3-4 mile, 1:11, track fast, net value to winner 
$6,200) at Belmont Park, September 3, under the 
top weight of 119 pounds. G. D. Widener’s Hi- 
Jack finished a length and a half back of the 
winner and a half length in front of W. J. 
Zeigler Jr.’s Gone Away. Jack Campbell, 
Frumper, Sir Johren, Pericles and Powerless 
finished in the order given. Flying Heels was 
close up from the start and at the stretch took 
the lead and drew away at the end. Hi-Jack 
raced close up all the way and outlasted Gone 
Away in the final drive. Jack Campbell showed 
early speed but quit under pressure. 

Flying Heels won his first four starts, among 
which was the Tijuana Futurity, in his next two 
starts he ran second to Peto in the Wakefield 
Handicap and second to Caruso in the Grab Bag 
Handicap and has accounted for $18,800 in his 
six starts.

Wax. She is sister to the stake winner Car- 
toonist (Adirondack Handicap, Clarendon Handi- 
cap, Speculation Handicap, Olambala Handicap, 
etc. and at seven in 1927 won the Hopedale 
Handicap and Ornament Handicap, was a win- 
ner last season and has won two races at 9 
years old in 1929. Honey Bee won 14 races and 
also produced the winners Comic Artist, Oakybee, 
Mile.

Dustemall was 
close up throughout, and at the last eighth 
McAtee brought Dustemall through on the in- 
side, and Workman foilowed on Murky Cloud, so 
that the Whitney pair held the others safe 
through the final eighth. Murky Cloud, a daugh- 
ter of Mad Hatter, won the Clover Stakes in June 
at Aqueduct and second in the Demoiselle and 
Astoria Stakes. This is Dustemall’s third victory 
this season.

WHICHONE SURPRISES. 

On a muddy track at Belmont Park September 
7, Harry Payne Whitney's 2-year-old brown colt, 
Whichone, by *Chicle—-Flying Witch, by Broom- 
stick (see tabulated pedigree page 13, THE BLOoD- 
HorsE No. 20) won the fifty-ninth running of the 
Champagne Stakes (Widener Course, 165 feet 
less than 7 furlongs, 1:21, net value to winner 
$5,825) by two lengths from William Ziegler, Jr.’s 
Gone Away, with Booium, stablemate of the win- 
ner, third another half a length back. 

The result was a surprise. The Whitney pair 
started favorite at 1 to 6. but the expectation of 
the majority in the vast throng of spectators was 
that the hitherto undefeated Boojum would 
shoulder his 130 pounds and march home trium- 
phant. Boojum got to the front a quarter of a 
mile out with Jockey Workman as his pilot. 
During the next quarter, however, Gone Away 
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had the lead, and McAtee, which had Whichone 
under restraint, seeing this, began to move up 
fast in the final furlong, and, wearing down the 
two in front of him, passed them and drew away 
under pressure, winning ridden out. Whichone 
carried 127 pounds and Gone Away had up only 
115. T. W. O’Brien’s Stanton (110) was beaten 
only a head by Boojum for third money. W. R. 
Coe’s Maya (110) was a neck back of him, and 
eight lengths in front of Three D’s Stable’s Broad- 
way Limited (111) last. 

Whichone previously had won the Saratoga 
Special and two purse races. 


THE NUT IS VICTORIOUS. 

Messrs. Silas Mason and Arnold Hanger are 
the principal owners of the Warm Stable and 
they had the satisfaction of seeing their colors 
carried to victory at Belmont Park September 7 
in the thirty-seventh running of the rich and 
highly-important Lawrence Realization Stakes 
(13 furlongs, 2:45 2-5, track muddy, 3-year-olds, 
net value to winner $31,760) by The Nut, brown 
colt, by Mad Hatter—-Afternoon, by *Prince 
Palatine (see tabulated pedigree page 13, THE 
BLoop-HoRSE No. 22). The Nut, ably ridden by 
Mack Garner (119) was favorite at 2 to 1. He 
had eight competitors, of which Harry Payne 
Vhitney’s Beacon Hill (126) was the second 
chvice and the contender. Beacon Hill made the 
running and led by as much as five lengths dur- 
ing the first ten furlongs. The Nut, steadily 
end well rated back of the pace, moved up on 
the far turn and in the stretch wore down Beacon 
Hill and won going away by a length and a half 
from R. T. Wilson’s African (119) which had 
gotten up in the last strides to beat Beacon Hill 
a head for the place. Beacon Hill was four 
lengths in front of Rosedale Stable’s Live Oak 
(116), with Mount Royal Stable’s Marine (122), 
K. E. Kitt’s Sunvir (116), Mrs. F. A. Clark’s 
Aquastella (123) and Wheatley Stable’s Hard 
Tack (126) finishing as named. The winner was 
bred by Harry Payne Whitney and is trained by 
Joe Notter. Beacon Hill beat The Nut when they 
met in the Travers Midsummer Derby at Sara- 
toga, but The Nut turned the tables on him in 
the Huron Handicap, also at the Spa. With Blue 
Larkspur and Jack High out of training, The 
Nut now appears in the ascendency for 3-year-old 
honors for 1929. There are races for him in 
Maryland, and he is eligible to the Latonia 
Championship, wherein he will have opportunity 
to meet, among others, Clyde Van Dusen and 
Naishapur.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


THE ARABIAN HORSES 


Editor’s Note: Substitute the word American 
for the word British in the following article from 
“Mankato’s” pen, recently published in The Sport- 
ing Chronicle (Manchester), and you have 
facts equally applicable in the United States. In 
this country all races are open to horses regis- 
tered with The Jockey Club, and the American 
Stud Book is open to Arabs of pure blood for 
registration. 

ROM time to time essays from the pens of 

those who worship at the shrine of the 
Arabian horse have been granted a right of way 
in sections of the press not closely associated 
with the publication of data relating to the breed- 
ing and special qualities of the British Thorough- 
bred. 

As topics for discussion by Smith, Brown, 
Jones, and Robinson when city bound these mono- 
graphs on the Arabian horse come pretty much 
in the same utility class as Mr. Pickwick’s 
famous observations on the fauna in the Hamp- 
stead ponds. 

In those circumstances it was not a little sur- 
prising to find that on the Monday of Ascot week 
the Arabian entertainment had been staged in a 
sporting contemporary by Captain I. K. L. 
Cockburn. 

When the curtain rises the captain bold is 
discovered declaiming on the restoration of the 
desert horse to its rightful place (as the most 
perfect sample of pure blood) by the Richmond 
Show authorities, the Pony Turf Club, and the 
bosuns tight and the midship-mites and the crew 
of the Arab brig. 

Like the amateur ladies and gentlemen who 
play “She Stoops to Conquer,” the captain is 
apparently so engrossed with his performance 
that he forgets all about his audience. Thus in 
act two he assumes the part of a turf historian 
and Equine Eugenist. 


The Flying Dutchman 


In the opening sentence of his lecture we are 
told that the Flying Dutchman was beaten by an 
Arab horse, whereas most people have an im- 
pression that the only horse who defeated The 
Flying Dutchman was an English Thoroughbred, 
Voltigeur. 

Many can also recall that a Thoroughbred, 
Iambic, who could not live two strides with St. 
Simon, gave the best Arab that could be pro- 
duced some 4st. (56 pounds) over three miles at 
Newmarket and beat him out of sight. 

Captain Cockburn next tells us that Bruce 
Lowe numbered about 43 female ancestresses of 
the Thoroughbred. But he might have added that 
not a single mare numbered by Bruce was an 
Arabian, and not more than three or four were 
Barbs or reputed Barbs. 

The British Thoroughbred is immeasurably 
superior to the best and purest Desert-bred 
Arabian ever foaled, because he carries the 
blood of the old English running horse, who in 
the times of Queen Elizabeth and the Stuarts 
made mincemeat on our racecourses of all South- 
ern and Eastern importations. 

It is absolutely impossible to improve either 
the speed or stamina of a breed or race (1) by 
crossing with individuals of another breed (2) 
which falls very far below the mean capacity in 
speed and stamina of breed (1). 

Crossing the Thoroughbred with the Arab has 


been tried, and, as I have proved by chapter and 
verse, the results have demonstrated without a 
shadow of doubt, in that way does not lie even 
the preservation of the staying qualities of the 
worst selling platers. 


But if Captain Cockburn and others who 
sail in the Arab brig think otherwise, there is no 
reason why they should not put their theories 
personally into practice. 

Our races and racecourses are open to Arabs 
and their offspring. In fact, for many years 
Arabs and Barbs have.been able to claim a very 
substantial allowance in weight in the Goodwood 
Cup. But no Arab or Barb ever came forward 
to produce proof of the mythical racing stamina 
which their admirers in print attribute to them. 

As for Captain Cockburn’s assertion that the 
Arab horse has one joint less in his spinal ver- 
tebrae than any other horse, I can only con- 
clude that his research in this direction has been 
very limited. 

It may surprise him to learn that there are 
many Thoroughbreds with five lumbar segments 
in place of six, and that this peculiarity in the 
vertebral column is met in some ponies of Celtic 
origin. 

Five Segments Not Unknown 

Further, that not all Arabian horses show five 
lumbar vertebrae. Some, like certain Thorough- 
breds, have six segments. 

It may also be news to him that five segments 
are by no means unknown to the zebra and the 
ass. 

When a reformer in the paths of any venture 
has no great faith in his fertilizer he usually 
ends by suggesting that the British public should 
bear the cost. That is, in effect, Captain Cock- 
burn’s idea. 

He would have the “Government” foist the 
offspring of sires (taken out of the hold of the 
Arab brig) on the buyers of the National Stud 
yearlings and label them supreme stayers, equally 
suitable for the Army, Turf, road, and ’chase. 

As I have already ventured to point out, there 
is no reason why Captain Cockburn and his 
friends should not try the eugenic prescription 
themselves before turning it over to national 
uses. 


HORSES FOR CHARITY. 


Charles Howard, the Chichester butcher, who 
bred and raced Priory Park, one of England’s 
good horses of recent times, left an estate of 
$105,000. His will has just been published and it 
is made known that he bequeathed the mare 
Chartham II (dam of Priory Park) to Tom 
Field, Sr., and directed that all of his horses 
in training be sold by Messrs. Tattersalls and the 
proceeds thereof be given one-half thereof to 
Royal West Sussex Hospital, Chichester; one- 
fifth each to the Brighton Eye Hospital and the 
National Institution for the Blind, and the re- 
maining one-tenth to Dr. Barnardo’s Homes. He 
wrote in his will: “Having been blessed with 
good eyesight during my life, I have great sym- 
pathy for those who are blind.” Among his per- 
sonal bequests was one of $1,000 to John Strange 
“who has gone blind.” He left his butcher busi- 
ness, stock in trade, slaughter house, meadow- 
land and business property to his nephews and 
gave $14,000 and his life insurance to Mary 
Hiles, his “trustworthy and excellent” house- 
keeper, Mary Hiles. Bequests were made to 
each of his employees. And this man was a 
breeder and owner of racehorses. 
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Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, Maryland.

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WILD HORSES 


Editor’s Note: This article ‘dealing with wild 
horses and their habits, and telling of the round- 
up now in progress under the leadership of Carl 
Skelton, was written at Great Falls, Montana, by 
Russell A. Bankson for The New York Times, in 
which great newspaper it was recently published. 


Fangs a wild stallion is an absolute monarch. 
On the open range he gathers about him a band 
of horses that may number from half a dozen to 
fifty or more, according to his prowess in battle, and 
he rules every move of his followers with cruel 
heels and savage teeth. If he covets a subject of an- 
other band he does battle with the leader of the 
other band for the favor of the one desired. Victory 
means another subject; defeat means loss of prestige 
with his own followers, who may desert him to join 
the victor. 

These facts were ascertained by close observation 
on the open range in Central Montana, where liter- 
ally thousands of wild horses roam at will over 
thousands of square miles of country. It is here in 
a vast area which has Great Falls as its centre that 
young Carl Skelton, a cowboy born to the saddle and 
a son of the first pioneer stockman in the famous 
Judith Basin, is engaged in the most extensive wild 
horse round-up ever undertaken. 

In the first ten days he and his string of old-time 
cowboys, assembled from all parts of the West, 
rounded up more than 500 horses. As the round-up 
progresses they are averaging the capture of fifty 
horses a day. The round-up will continue well into 
September. When it is finished Captain Skelton 
anticipates not fewer than 5,000 wild horses will 
have been made captive. The previous record, also 
made in Montana, was fewer than 2,300 wild horses. 

The wild horses of the Western plains are really 
the descendants of the tame horses which were once 
the property of the big ranch owners. Such horses 
escaped bondage or were permitted their freedom. 
They soon organized into bands, under the monarchial 
rule of stallions, and began to breed up a strain of 
small-sized, tough-muscled horses that are known 
variously as cayuses, fuzztails, broncs, mustangs and 
ponies. 

Contrary to popular belief and romantic fiction, 
the leader of a wild horse band is not a magnificent, 
big-bodied stallion which races at the head of his 
followers. Close observation of the scores of leaders 
captured in the early stages of the round-up in this 
district established the fact that the mustang leaders 
were small, ranging from 700 to 1,000 pounds. But 
they are fleet as deer and they are vicious fighters. 

“Tough muscles, swift, sure feet and an uncanny 
ability to race at full speed through rough country 
that would block the domestic horse are the chief 
marks of the wild leader,” said Carl Skelton. “A 
heavy horse would look well at the head of a band, 
the way the story writers put him. But he would 
be clumsy and couldn’t get anywhere.” 

Stull another romantic tradition is shattered in 
actual observation. 

The monarch of a band does not lead his subjects 
when danger threatens. This task is left to some wise 
old member of the band, usually an aged mare, who 
has acquired an uncanny instinct for avoiding pit- 
falls and traps and in leading her cohorts to safety. 
rhe stallion brings up the rear, squealing and biting 
whenever a member lags. The danger past, he again 
assumes the post of leader, standing aside, with head 
up, watching and listening for danger. 

A battle between stallion leaders is a rare spectacle 


of primitive strength. They fight mostly with their 
teeth. Rearing, they come at each other as boxers 
might, striking vicious blows that may be heard for 
a mile on a still evening.’ And with their bared teeth 
they seek to tear open the jungular vein in the neck. 

Wild horses in flight when in a band set up a plain- 
tive whimper that gives something of the impression 
of bleating of sheep and quacking ducks. A member 
of the band separated trom the others, however, 
sends forth a shrill neigh like a piercing scream, that 
may be heard for a long distance. 

The battle challenge of a stallion is a high-pitched, 
shrill whistle issuing from the nostrils. Heard in the 
dead of night out on the lonely range, it is sufficient 
to send a chill of terror to the heart of a timid person. 

Wild horses are wary and always alert. When a 
band is feeding the stallion leader posts himself as a 
sentinel on a higher point to give the alarm at the 
approach of danger. As he shrills forth his warning 
the band gathers about him until the source of the 
danger has been ascertained. Then the old mare 
which is to take them to safety races away with 
the others behind her. 

Wild-horse hunters search for sight of the sentinel 
leader, silhouetted against the skyline, his shaggy 
mane whipped in the breeze-as he stands motionless 
with head up, nostrils distended, ears alert. They 
know that his band is grazing or resting in a near-by 
draw or coulee, and they manoeuvre to start them 
racing in the direction of the holding corrals or traps. 
Once the band has been started, the riders use relays 
of fresh ponies to keep it moving until the horses 
become so exhausted that they are easilv driven into 
the corral, 

Many of the wild horses taken by Skelton and his 
riders bear brands, some of them belonging to famous 
ranches of the past which have been out of business 
for years. One horse taken bore a brand that must 
have been placed on his shoulder more than thirty 
years ago. 

In approaching a watering hole, the stallion lead- 
er always goes down and samples the water first, 
while his followers huddle a short distance away. 
Approving the hole, he calls to the others and they 
rush forward, wading in to their knees to drink deep- 
ly. Satisfied, they usually become playful for a 
few moments, jumping into the pool and splashing 
the water on each other, before turning, at the shrill 
whistling command of their leader, to race for the 
higher ground. 

A band of wild horses may move so silently across 
the rangeland that they cannot be heard a few yards 
distant, or they move with such a thundering roar 
of pounding hoofs that they are easily heard at 
great distances. 

Occasionally, a stud mule becomes the leader of 
a band of horses. When he does, he is a far more 
vicious and cunning Jeader than a stallion, seeming 
to take a keen delight in malicious destruction of 
fields and in gory battle with rival stallions. Two 
such leaders, at the head of large bands, have been 
sighted by Skelton and his riders, and they have 
sworn that before the Summer is over they will 
capture the mules. 

As a Western personality the cowboy is practically 
extinct, due to the advance of modern range methods 
and to the barbed wire fence. The wild horse has 
remained, though, a picturesque bit of background. 
But with concentrated campaigns to round up these 
nomads of the Western plains, they, too, are rapidly 
becoming extinct. A few more such round-ups as 
Skelton is making and the wild horse will be as rare 
as the buffalo that preceded it. 

“But,” say the Western ranchers, “when the wild 
horse is gone we can raise cattle again, for two 
steers may be ranged where every wild horse grazed.” 

So—on with the round-up!
